EDITORIAL 


The forty-ninth annual convention the American 


Institute was held Washington last month. 
The significant feature the gathering was the large 
number delegates present—probably the largest number 
that has ever attended Institute convention. 

The convention will easily down the history the 
Institute one the most interesting and important 
the life that body. outstanding reason for 
the the forty-ninth convention was the perfectly 
arranged program, which permitted the work 
along practical lines and without waste time. 

President Clipston Sturgis made splendid address. 
spoke the achievement, stating that the 
work groups architects have had great influence 
moulding the opinion the profession. Not only 
the moral side but the side the architect’s 
work has benefited closer co-operation. The raising 
standards good design may well counted 
uplift the position the profession. Mr. Sturgis 
said that was not spirit pride, but thankfulness, 


may one consider the definite achievements achitecture. 


President Sturgis spoke the recent trip the 
Institute officers across the continent, declaring that 
wherever the officers went, was necessary understand 
the point view architects locally related. 
said the impression largely prevailed that the legislation 
the Institute was framed meet conditions differing 
from affairs. Mr. Sturgis pointed out that while 
sometimes was true that local conditions diffi- 
eulty, nowhere the trip was found that loeal 
tions were peculiar any particular locality. said 
that difficulties relating the architectural profession 
were about the same all sections this country, and 
that should realize this fact and not get the 
idea that conditions relation architecture any 
one community were different than those prevalent else- 
where. 

President Sturgis paid high compliment the architects 
the San Exposition. referring the 
achievements architecture’’ shown the 
Exposition, said that looking back twenty-five 
years, may well feel that San Francisco has achieved 
suecess which would have been impossible then. 

Plans were outlined start work some plan for 
the restoration and improvement The Octagon, the 
Institute headquarters Washington, lack funds 
for the proper maintenance this building has been 
big problem. 

The special committee the Highway reported 
its plans bring out the artistic features the 
construction and designing bridges, monuments, and 
other structures for the Great Highway. hoped 
establish State Art Commissions each state traversed 
the Highway, the duties this commission 
control the designing bridges, monuments and other 
highway structures.

The committee government architecture reported

The committee disapproved such build- 
ings the new Interior Building for Washington, itself, 
and for types Federal buildings Chicago. The com- 
mittee campaign criticism, intelligently 
out the press. 

The report the Board Directors the 
Institute was one the most important read. made 
mention the result last year’s convention when 
the mandatory requirement the fixed fee was eliminated 
from the Competition Code. the that 
time, was brought out some delegates that the change 
would result breaking down the Institute’s minimum 
fee, thereby undoing much that had been accomplished 
this direction recent years. 

The directors report pointed out that the committee 
competition had observed such results, but that, 
the contrary, competition program, for which the 
approval the committee has been sought, during the 
past year, has fee less than six percent. The 
elimination this fee removed the only ground which 
was incapable defense grounds connection 
with the Institute’s position with reference competi- 
tion. 

The Board recommended that those chapters which have 
not already endorsed the revised Standard Contract Docu- 
ments, should formally approve these new documents 
and let their approval locally known, com- 
munity is, considerable extent, law unto itself 
matters building practice.

Although the American Institute Architects the 
only national association representing the profession 
architecture, there are still, nevertheless many architects 
this country, well-qualified personal integrity and 
professional skill for membership the Institute. With 
the rapidly-growing influence the Institute, hard 
feel that reputable practitioners the profession feel 
that they can afford hold themselves aloof from the one 
society national scope.

From Mr. Adams, secretary the joint committee 
technical societies, requesting expression from this 
chapter the continuation joint meetings least 
yearly the future. resolution made, duly 
and carried, the chapter voted take part such joint 
meeting. 

From the Minnesota Chapter American Institute Archi- 
tects, calling attention proposals the convention rela- 
tive membership. The communication was ordered filed. 

From the San Chapter the American Institute 
Architects relative certain competition for the Yava- 
pai county court house, Arizona. This communication was 
referred the committee competitions. 

From Miss Schmidt, manager the Metropolitan 
Exhibit, asking expression from the chapter the 
holding annual architectural exhibit the Metro- 
politan Exhibit room. resolution made, duly seconded 
and carried, the president was authorized appoint com- 
mittee take this matter with Miss Schmidt. 

Under the head unfinished business, the matter 
reconsidering the question resigning from the Southwest 
Society came for discussion. Following eloquent plea 
from Mr. John Krempel, was moved, seconded and duly 
carried, that this chapter move reconsider, thereby placing 
the chapter again active membership.
